IS INVULNERABLE TO TEARS 


Tells of Family-Conference In Which 


It Was Sought to Convince Her of 
Tona's Innocence—Refuses to Sign 
Deed with Husband. 


Aledo, HI.. Dec. 31.—Mrs. AVUHam 


Dunlap 
supplied some of the most 


damaging testimony that has been 
given against her slster-ln-law, Miss 
Tona Dunlap, who is on trial charged 
•with the murder of Miss Allio Dool. 


Mrs. Dunlap's testimony 
was the 


climax of the trial. Her testimony re- 
lated to a scene at the defendant's 
home shortly before she was Indicted 
by the grand jury on the charge of 
murder. 
Suspicion 
had pointed to 


Miss Dunlup. The fact that she had 
purchased strychnine three days be- 
fore Mlsa Dool's death had become 
known to Mrs. Will Dunlap, after she 
had been assured by the defendant's 
mother that there had been no poison 
In the bouse for many months. This 
apparent contradiction could not be 
explained to the satisfaction of Mrs. 
Dunlap, and she refused to believe 
that Tona Dunlap was Innocent. When 
It became necessary to raise fundo 
for the defense Mrs. Dunlap refused to 
sign a deed with her husband relin- 
quishing her claim on tho farm. 


Family Conference. 


Then a family conference was held, 


at which Attorney Thomason of coun- 
•el for the defense, Tona Dunlap's 
mother, and her brother Will sought 
to convince Mrs. Dunlap she had mis- 
understood the facts about the pur- 
chase of poison and that It was her 
duty to help defend Miss Dunlap. 


"Did Tona's mother kneel down be- 


fore you and ask you to tell the truth 
about the matter?" asked Attorney 
Scott. 


"No, sir; she did not." 
"Did she tell you what Tona had 


done for you?" 


"She said Tona had done so much 


for me." 


"Did Attorney Thomason tell you 


he wouldn't let you testify at tho 
trial?" asked Mr. Scott. 


"He said he would keep me off the 


•witness stand." 


Tears Have No Effect. 


Mrs. Dunlap's replies to Mr. Con- 


nell's questions depleted a pathetic 
situation to the audience. 
She told 


bow her husband and the defendant's 
aged mother shed tears while plead- 
ing with her. and went Into details 
of the Interview without showing a 
trace of emotion. 


Next In point of effectiveness was 


the evidence given by E. \V. Nelhaus. 
a druggist of Burlington, la., who 
•was called by Otatc'c Attorney f5rn- 
ham to assail the testimony 01 Mrs. 
S. A. Cleaver, the aged woman who 
was presented by the defense as a wit- 
ness to the efficacy of strychnine as 
a cure for corns. Mrs. Cleaver sworn 
she tad 
bought strychnine of the 


Churchill Drug company In Burling- 
ton for years, and used It In treating 
her corns. Mr. Nelhaus lj a member 
of the drug firm, and he brought the 
poison register of his firm to show 
that Mrs. Cleaver had never inrchascd 
strychnine. 


Contradictory Evidence. 


Nearly a score of witnesses In re- 


buttal were examined during the day. 
Mrs. B. F. Felix contradicted Miss 
Dunlap's statement that Mr. Felix had 
offered her Alllc Dool's position In his 
store. Miss Maud Butcher and Miss 
Mabel Colcman gave testimony In re- 
buttal on the same point. In contradic- 
tion of the evidence given by Mrs. 
. Olive Hammond. Mrs. Ada Derr fur- 
'nlshed testimony which "was In sup- 
port of the state's contention that 
Miss Dunlap's sickness on tho evening 
of Miss Dool's death was feigned. She 
testified that Tana Dunlap's mother 
said: "I think one Is just scared, and 
I thought I would give her some 
mustard water."
